The following sketch of Iho city of New 
Orleans is interesting ii.t tlio present motnent: 
Tho city (which had a population of 174.- 
488 by Iho last coiiaufl, including 
slaves,) is tli(3 etnporiuin of the MisHiffsippi 
Valley, and is situated on tho left bank of 
Ihe river, about one hundred nniles from its 
mouth.^ The .older ;porlion of tlio nity is built 
on the cdtivex 'fliae of a bend of the river, 
which hero sweeps around in a noi-tlieast, 
east and southeast courao. Fiom this loca- 
tion it derives its familiar soubritiuet of the 
" Crescent City." In the progte.sa of its 
growth up slrcain, Ilia uity has now so ex- 
tended itself as to fill tlie hollow of a curve 
in the opposite direction, so that tlio rivor 
front presents an outline somewhat resem- 
bling tho letter S. It strotcbes or struggles 
ulon{;lhi3 bunk of the river some six or seven 
miles, with an ivvuragu iJoplh of one mile, it 
only being poHslble to build on tho edgu of 
Ilio river, the hii'host point boiiig in front, 
and then rapidly ainkiiig iti lliu rear iiiilil 
lo.st in intetininable SAvainpij. 

In tho rear of Niiw Orleritifi, a hall mile, 
perhaps, beyond tho stiburbs, is the Motairie 
lidge, a narrow atrij) of hi(^li land two or 
three feet above lii;;li water mark, of an 
average of a hill f mile in width; ihoii you 
ccmo again to thn swamp, whicli cdiiiiiiiies 
to Iho shores of the lake boyoncl, iiltnosl a.-j 
doiiHo as any in tho surroundiiiy viilh'y, 
glotitny mill peculiar and uninhabited, ex- 
cept by iilligiitors and biUetu.'i. Tho froiil 
of New Orleans is of course on llio tiver, 
and from tho peculiurity of the coiintry, and 
Iht! loveo, which SL-rves to prutt!cl tli(3 city 
from ha'mfy overllowed by tho spring rise, 
the Fedoriil Heel, when il reached the city, 
must have boon above thegrouiidon which 
the city is biilii, and commanded it ns iVoni 
;m emiiieiici!. This cireuiustaiii;e, with the 
fact that tho breaking of tho leveo by ii caii- 
iimi-shot, 01- a lew niiiiiile.s work with the 
spado, would siibtuerya ihe whole pltioo, 
(nake.5 r.'ow Urloans, with il.s defciiHijioss 
rear, ihe weakest and luasl protected place 
of liny coinmercin! impoilance in tho world. 

The most important railroads terminating 
at New Orleans are the New Oi-loatin, Jackson 
and Great Norllierii, which, uiiiil lulely utii- 
tod it with the great railroad sy.-iteins of the 
Kasiom and Northern Stiite.s, aii<l tho New 
(irloans, Opelousas and Great Wesletii, ex- 
tiindin-^ wostwardly a short dislanco into 
I'vr.wii. TliH great aveoue, however, of the 
iradti an.l commerce of tho city, Is the Mis- 
.•<i*sipi river. Along Ihe river fioiit of the 
city tho levoti, or nrlilicial embank ineiit I o 
keep the city from inuiitlalioii, is D.Mernlcil 
by ft continuous series of v^-oocieii wharfs. A 
sort of ospluiiade is thii.i loriiicd, several 
mile.i in extent, which, dniing ilio bu.xy sea- 
son, prcsitiil.? a scene of wonderful varicly 
and aniniaiiun. Celton bales, augar hogs- 
heaiLs, net;roc.i and mule-diays aie in great 
obundancs. 

Among tho notable btiiidiufj* are the 
branch mint of the United Stales— which 
the Confederates seized ii year ago — tho 
Cu"lom Hoime, one tif the iiioit massive 
.itiuclurcs ill Atiieiica, hut not yt3l cnniidoled , 
the Calhedial of St. Loui.n, niul sijiy other 
churches, \.\\o St. (.'Liarles Hotol, uliicKcost 
WJO.OOS ; tho hospital, banks, benevolent 
institutions nnd four theatres. On Jackson 
ii^piaro is u bron2ee«|ueslTian statute of tien.
